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SCHOOL REPORT. 


As we look back on the work of the school year just closed, 
we do so with some feeling of regret, knowing that we have 
been so crippled in our finances that our terms “of school have 
been too short to give the best results The question is some- 
times asked why we do not have as many weeks’ schooling 
now as we did under the old school system. Any person who 
will take pains to investigate the subject can very easily deter- 
mine why there are not as many weeks schooling now as 
then. The first reason is, there is not as much school money 
now; and if there was, there could not be as many weeks 
schooling obtained from it, for the reason that under the old 
system many of the teachers in the small districts, if they did 
not actually ‘*board ’round,” had an abatement in the price of 
board, and by concerted action small repairs were often made, 
ard wood furnished gratuitously, thereby leaving more money 
to lengthen out the schools, while under the new system there 
has been a conspicuous absence of such aid, and the commit: 
tee has had to depend almost entirely upon school money for 
the payment of these bills. We sincerely hope the people 
will appropriate money enough this year to make up the defi- 
ciency. 

We believe our teachers have labored earnestly for the best 
interests of the schools, and in most cases their labors have 
been very successful. he general condition of our schools 
is encouraging, but there is al w ays chance for improvement, 
and to that end we should all labor. 

Itis gratifying to note by the registers that in several of our 
schools the attendance has considerably improved, thus great- 
ly increasing their efficiency. It is to be hoped there may be 
further gain in this direction. 

An act passed by the last legislature brings up afresh the 
subject of a change of text- books. Most of the books now 
in use in our schools seem to us very good. A change of 
grammars is contemplated, with, perhaps the addition of a 
few books upon other topics. We invite attention to the fol- 
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lowing extract trom this law: ‘Sect. 2. Pupils supplied 
with text-books at the time of the passage of this act shall not 
-be supplied with similar books by the committee until need- 
ed.” While the obvious purpose of the act is to make sure 
that all pupils shall be provided with adequate supplies, there 
is, in Our opinion, a manifold advantage in each one’s Owning 
the books he has to use.
